An exhibit about the history of the 
Yugoslavian community in the Pajaro 
Valley area is currently being developed 
for display at the Pajaro Valley Gallery 
in Watsonville and the Octagon Museum 
in Santa Cruz. The exhibit is scheduled 
to open in Watsonville on July 12, with 
an opening party on Saturday, July 16, 
at 4 p.m. (Mark your calendars! — this 
will be a fun get together with tradi¬ 
tional music, food and dancing). 

The exhibit is being prepared by the 
Santa Cruz County Historical Museum 
with the help and advice of Ann Soldo, 
Marilyn McLachlan, Sandy Lydon and 
many others. The guest curator is Nikki 
(Churich) Silva, who has worked with 
local museums preparing such shows as 
the Chinese Exhibit, “The History 
of the Dairy Industry in Santa Cruz 
County,” and “Watsonville — Our 
Home Town.” 

We need your help in making this an 
exciting exhibit which accurately por¬ 
trays tne history of the Yugoslavs in 
this region. We are searching for photo¬ 
graphs, documents, letters, farming and 
apple equipment, work clothes, tradi¬ 
tional costumes and clothing, cooking 
implements, receipes, apple labels, arts 
ana handicrafts, furniture, musical 
instruments . . . and other artifacts 
which will help make this a rich and 
interesting display. Even the simplest 
objects can greatly contribute to the 
texture and mooa of the show. All 
borrowed objects will be insured, and 
carefully secured and cared for. 

In conjunction with this exhibit we 
are planning to conduct several oral 
histories with both long-time Watson¬ 
ville Yugoslavs and newer immigrants 
from Yugoslavia. We welcome your 
suggestions. Also, we hope to put to¬ 
gether a slide show about Konavle and 
some of the Yugoslavian traditions 
which are being maintained in this area.

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PAZIN — a town in Istria. Since medieval times Pazin lias been a center of Croatian culture and literature; 
the “Istrian Contract” (Razvod Istarski), a document of economic and historical importance, was written in 
1325 in the Croatian language and in the Glagolitic script. This was also the center of literary and cultural 
activity at the time of the Protestant movement in Istria, and in the 19th century of a political and cultural 
revival of the Istrian Croats. 

PAZIN CASTLE, perched on a cliff 120m above the Fojba river is assigned to the 9th century. The pic¬ 
turesque setting prompted Jules Verne to describe the castle in a novel. Acquiring its present outlines between 
the 13th and 16th centuries, this remains the best preserved castle in Istria. Outside the castle are the old 
patrician mansions, built from the 15th to the 17th centuries. 

The parish CHURCH OF ST. NICHOLAS was built in 1266. Its paintings are of superb quality. The church 
possesses a collection of paintings and sculpture, artisan works, and Glagolitic inscriptions dating from the 
mid- 13th century.

The fertile Konavle Valley has many little 
water springs, which very often during the 
dry season run out of water. By bringing 
the water from the river Ljuta, the water 
shortage problem will be taken care of for¬ 
ever.
